NOTE: The newly proposed claims 1 1-20 introduce new limitations, which would require further search and 
consideration. Specifically, new independent claim 1 1 has more explicit limitations to the priority levels (such as establishing a lower 
priority level), buffers (such as storing state and time data), and scheduling module (such as alternating in a two-phase manner and 
establishing sizes). The examiner recognizes that claims 1 1-20 have been introduced to overcome informalities, but notes that new 
limitations have been presented 
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
